BUFORD SAYS DOVE SHOOTING

Game Commissioner Regards as 
Obsolete Law Which Prohibits | 
Hunting on Sunday. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 31.— 
State Game and Fish Commissioner 
Wilbur C. Buford today said the 
dove shooting season in Missouri 
would open tomorrow, so far as his 
department was concerned, notwith- 
standing a state law which prohib- 
its Sunday shooting. 

Buford said he understood the 
Sunday law which prohibits “hunt- 
ing game or shooting” on Sunday, 
was regarded as obsolete in most of 
the counties of the state.

The bag limit 
under the state law is 10 doves in 
one day ,and not more than 15 in 
possession if the hunter has been 
out more than one day.

Politte Elvins of Ladue Village, 
former Congressman and former 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, was declared of un- 
sound mind and incapable of man- 


aging his affairs today by Probate 
Judge A. Evan Hughes of Clayton, 
who ordered him kept temporarily 
at Glenwood Sanatorium. His son, 
Kells Elvins, was appointed guardi- 
an under $300,000 bond. 

The ruling foliowea a hearing 
yesterday on a petition filed Aug. 
14 by the son, who valued his fa- 
ther’s property at more than $150,- 
000. At the hearing Mrs. Elvins, 
the son, several physicians and oth- 
ers testified that Elvins’ personality 
had changed within recent years 
and told of his unusual actions 
which led them to believe he was 
of unsound mind and caused his 
confinement in Glenwood Sana- 
torium. 

Elvins, who had taken the wit- 
ness stand to demonstrate his 
mental capabilities, told the Court 
at the end of the hearing that he 
realized he needed medical atten- 
tion and was willing to go voluntar- 
ily to a hospital, but that he did 
not want to be confined against his 
will, It was embarrassing for a 
man of wealth and education to 
have a guard, he said; referring to 
an attendant of the sanatorium, 
who accompanied him to court, 

He testified his son and his 
brother-in-law, George Kells, en- 
tered his home at Ladue and Price 
roads, pushed him down, sat on 
him, called police and took him to 
the sanatorium. 

His son testified that he was 
irritable and nervous, boasted of 
fights, urged the son to drive their 
car at high rates of speed and oth- 
erwise conducted himself peculiar- 
ly. His property, the son said, in- 
cluded the home, a citrus fruit farm 
in Texas, $50,000 in life insurance, 
$3000 in cash, 3000 shares of stock 
of the St. Joseph Lead Co. valued 
at about $60,000, $90,000 in Govern- 
ment bonds and various school and 


Mrs. Elvins testified her husband 
who is 57 years old, first showed 
signs of failing health about 
six years ago and that _ recent- 
ly he had become increasingly 
irascible and suspicious, on one oc- 
casion threatening her life. She 
filed a suit for divorce last June. 

Dr. Archie Carr, Dr. Paul Hines, 
Dr. Charles W. Miller and Dr. 
George Ives expressed the opinion 
that Elvins was in the early stages 
of a disease which affected his 
mentality. 

Elvins, an attorney, was a mem- 


man of the Republican State Com- 
mittee from 1912 to 1915, member 
of the State Constitutional Conven- 
tion 1922-23, anc a State Represen- 
tative, 1929-30.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Four Chi- 
cago men were indicted in Federal 
Court today under the Securities 
and Exchange Act. They are: Jo 
seph Mendelson, Leonard I. Sutter- 
man, John J. Burke and Joseph 
Sherman. The John J. Burke Co. 
of Chicago also was indicted. 

The indictments charged the de- 
fendants with “unlawful use in in- 
terstate commerce of means and in- 
strumentalities to effect unlawful 


ends on the New York Curb Ex- 
change.” 

John J. Flynn, trial counsel for 
the Securities Exchange Commis- 
sion, said the men had made a 
profit of $360,000 through manipula- 
tions of Stutz common stock. Tran- 
sactions in three other stocks in- 
creased the total estimated profit to 
from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000, he said. 

The indictments were the first re- 
turned under the securities act, ac- 
cording to Flynn, who developed the 
evidence on behalf of United States 
Attorney Francis W. H. Adams. 

Bench warrants for the arrest of 
the defendants were issued. 


Chicago men entered into an op- 
tion agreement for the purchase of 
41,000 shares of Stutz stock from 
Charles M. Schwab. Negotiations 
for the option were conducted by 
Sutterman, it is charged, in the 
name of the John J. Burke Co. 

The Burke company sought this 
option, the indictments allege, to 
give “the appearance that they 
were capable of making deliveries 
of all such stock sold by them 
through agent companies.” The ma- 
jority of the stock was marketed 
in Atlanta, Ga., Minneapolis and 
Chicago, it is charged. 

The defendants, the indictments 
continue, then manipulated. the 
stock to increase its value from $2 
a share to $3.50 a share, finally 
dropping the price to $1.25.

Resolution Denounces Excise Com- 
missioner’s Order That They 
Sit Down in Saloons.

SKY RIDE TOWER FELLED 


628-Foot Structure at Chicago Fair 
Grounds Demolished.

CHICAGO, Aug. 31—A crowd 
estimated at 100,000 witnessed the 
final spectacle of the 1933-34 World 
Fair yesterday—the crash of the 
last sky ride tower. The 628-foot 
steel structure, weighing 1500 tons, 
was felled. 

Rufus C. Dawes, president of the 
exposition, threw an electric switch 
which ignited a chemical compound 
generating 5000-degree heat, at the 
north legs of the tower.

— An 
Ethiopian Government communique 
announced today that a 75-year con- 
cession had been granted to the 
African Development Exploration 
Corporation, incorporated in Dela- 
ware, for development of oil re 
sources over 150,000 square miles, 
or virtually half of Ethiopia. 
Francis M. Rickett, British pro- 
moter, who negotiated the conces- 
sion with Emperor Haile Selassie, 
said the African Development Ex- 
ploration Corporation was COfe- 
trolled by the Standard Oil Co, 
(Which of the numerous Standard 
Oil companies was involved was 
not designated.) 
Rickett was once a director of a 
British oil development company 
which got concessions along the 
Tigris from Emir Feisal of Iraq. 
(The African Development Ex- 
ploration Corporation was chartered 
at Dover, Del., July 11, 1935, with 
a capital stock of 5000 shares of a 
par value of $100 a share, The in- 
corporators were Alfred W. Brit- 
ten, Edward 8S. Williams and Vin- 
cent A. Westrup. The headquar- 
ters are given as New York, with 
a representative in Dover.) 
Deal On With British. 

Rickett said, in addition, that the 
Emperor had entered negotiations 
to grant to a British-controlled cor- 
poration known as the Lake Tana 
Conservancy Syndicate the right in 
perpetuity to construct a dam and 
pumping stations at the famous 
Lake Tana, headwaters of the Blue 


Nile.

Her chin and 
neck were bandaged heavily, but 
otherwise her features were un- 
marred by the automobile accident 
on the shore of Lake Lucerne, 
Switzerland, which she was 
killed 

Premier Addresses Nation. 

Premier Van Zeeland, speaking 
by radio last night, told the nation: 

“Our Queen is no more. 
have only lost her for a few hours, 
but already the greatness of the 
void she jeft has caused a deep im- 
pression of anguish and consterna- 
tion. 

“It was hardly nine years ago 
that she came to us, like a fairy 
princess in an atmosphere of grace, 
love, youth and happiness. Who 
would not have envied her—beloved 
Queen, gifted woman, mother of 
three fine children? 

“Yet a single moment was enough 
for a tragic accident to sweep away 
everything—both the reality of the 
present and the promises of the 
future.

Signing of Charter. 


The drawing up and signing of 
the charter was a dramatic inci- 
dent, Rickett said. When the Em- 
peror saw that negotiations for the 
settlement of the Italian-Ethiopian 
dispute had failed in Paris, with 
little hope of succeeding later at 
Geneva, he summoned Rickett from 
Egypt by telegraph. 

There ensued five days and nights 
of discussions, so secret that the 
negotiator invariably entered and 
left the palace by a secret back 
door,..Only a few Ethiopian offi- 
cials and Everett Colson, the Em- 
peror’s American financial adviser, 
knew of the negotiations. 

Just before midnight Thursday 
the Emperor was ready to sign his 
empire's first concession to a for- 
eigner and first state paper in the 
English language. He did it at an 
American flat-topped desk, using an 
American fountain pen; then caused 
the great seals to be affixed. 

The ceremony was concluded with 
handshakes and the drinking of 
cups of lime juice. 

To prevent even Government em- 
ployes from learning about the en- 
terprise, different sheets of 
charter were given to different 
translators. 

Lake Tana Proposals. 

The proposals made to the Em- 
peror regarding Lake Tana would 
increase the output from the lake 
to the Nile and not only assure an 
adequate water supply in perpetuity 
for the Sudan and Egypt, but also 
enable cultivation of thousands of 
now-sterile acres. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent was informed that the Ethio- 
pian Government, which studied the 
proposals carefully, considered this 
the most satisfactory possible solu- 
tion to the Lake Tana problem, 
which has long been an internation- 
al bone of contention.

National Geographic Society Report 
on Ethiopian Resources. 
By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—Infor- 
mation about the undeveloped re- 
sources of Ethiopia is far from com- 
plete, although the country is 
known to contain oil and mineral 
wealth and water power capable of 
vast production of electricity. 

Executives of the National Geo- 
graphic Society recalled today the 
keen interest American engineers 
have displayed in Lake Tana. 

Rivalry between’ British and 
American interests was reported in 
1928, but as early as 1902 Great 
Britain’s representatives discussed 
with Ethiopia the purchase of con- 
trol of Lake Tana. Only recently 
American engineers surveyed routes 
to the lake and possible dam sites. 

Oil found thus far has been in 
Eastern Ethiopia, the society said. 
The potential value of mineral 
sources is unknown, but gold has 
been found in streams of southern 
and western provinces. A platinum 
mining firm has produced 2500 
ounces annually. 

Mica, coal, iron and potash have 
been found also in Ethiopia, but no 
extensive survey has been made. 
Present exports consist of hides, 
skins of domestic and wild animals, 
coffee, grain, domestic butter and 
wax. 

Attention has been focused on 
Lake Tana for several _reasons. 
England has been vitally concerned 
because from Tana flows the Blue 
Nile which unites, 1000 miles to the 
north, with the White Nile in An- 
glo-Egyptian Sudan, to form the 
Greater Nile. 

In the short distance of 30 miles, 
too, the Blue Nile drops 2000 feet 
over precipices and through gorges 
admirably suited for erection of 
vast power plants and dams. Con- 
struction of a dam, too, close to 
the lake’s outiet would control the 
|upper reaches of the Nile where the 
greatest flow comes at a time when 
least needed nearer the sea, the

VALIDITY OF COAL ACT 
ATTACKED IN SUIT 


West Virginia Concern Files 
Action Against Guffey Law, 
Signed Yesterday. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The 
first spit challenging the constitu- 
tionality of the Guffey law regulat- 
ing the soft coal industry was 
filed in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court this afternoon, 

The suit was filed by James W. 
Carter, president of the Carter Coal 
Co., one of the West Virginia con- 
cerns which opposed the new law, 
signed only yesterday by President 
Roosevelt. 

Writ Against Tax Sought. 

Both the officers of the company 
and the Government were named 
defendants. Carter asked the Court 
to enjoin the company from paying 
the 15 per cent tax on the value of 
the coal at the mine mouth which 
the Guffey Act levies to assure com- 
pliance with its marketing provi- 
sions. Those who abide by those 
provisions would be allowed a 90 
per cent rebate of the tax. 

The Court was asked to enjoin 
the Government from enforcing the 
provisions of the act so far as the 
Carter company was concerned, 

Statement by Attorney. 

A statement by Frederick H. 
Wood, Carters’ counsel, said in 
part: 

“The suit attacks the Guffey bill 
as an attempt by the Federal Gov- 
ernment to regulate intrastate com- 
merce by means of penalty tax and 
charges that the tax makes it prac- 
tically obligatory on coal compa- 
nies to join the proposed code 
(NRA for the coal industry) and 
agree to the regulation of their 
prices, hours of labor and wages 
b ythe methods provided for in the 
act. 

“It charges that the Carter Coal 
Co. by joining the code would abdi- 
cate its power over its own busi- 
ness and that the effect of the code 
regulations would be to increase 
the costs of the company so that 
it could no longer sell coal profit- 
ably. 

“It represents an effort on the 
part of Congress to do_ indirectly 
that which the Court held in the 
NRA case it could not do directly. 

“Throughout its course in Con- 
gress the bill was recognized to be 
of doubtful constitutionality. The 
object of the bil] filed by Mr. Car- 
ter is to bring about an _ orderly 
test of this question.”

Johnson asserted that “no strike 
in the world can coerce the Federal 
Government” in the administration 
of work relief. He spoke over the 
Municipal Broadcasting Station in 
defense of his policy as WPA ad- 
ministrator for New York City. 

Long spoke over Station WOR a 
few hours later in a union labor 
compaign to inject life into the lag- 
ging strike against the WPA wage 
scale. 

Johnson denounced the Louisiana 
Kingfish for his filibuster that 
killed the deficiency appropriation 
bill and characterized him as “the 
big breeze of the bayous.” 

Long replied with a characteriza- 
tion of “Sitting Bull Johnson of 
blue buzzard fame.” Long spoke 
under auspices of the Building and 
Construction Trades Council, an 
American Federation of Labor af- 
filiate. 

Assails Long for Filibuster. 

Johnson, though he spoke first, 
was nevertheless able to take no- 
tice of Long’s remarks. “I can’t 
answer my friend, Huey, before he 
speaks,” said Johnson, “but I'll bet 
that a large part of that speech is 
going to be some kind of an ex- 
planation .of just why this great 
friend of labor scuttled, by a fili- 
buster, the appropriations for most 
of the whole program of labor legis- 
lation on the last day of Congress. 

“One man killed most of what the 
President and Congress tried to do 
for labor, and here he is down here 
to speak as the champion of la- 
bor.” 

Long, when he went on the air, 
referred to “all this talk of my fili- 
buster,” 

“Why didn’t they let Congress stuy 
in session another day?” he de- 
manded. “The United States and 
Mr. Roosevelt were so sick of Con- 
gress that they told them to go 
home.” 

Declaring that the $55 WPA wage 
in New York City left a family only 
$11 a month on which to live, Long 
said, “Why, I spent $11 for my din- 
ner tonight.” 

“The United States,” he said, “asks 
private industry to raise wages and 
then comes in with less than liv- 
ing wages. How can you expect pri- 
vate industry to maintain wages?” 

Scale Set by President. 

Johnson, replying to union threats 
of a strike in protest against WPA 
wages, declared the scale was set 
by President Roosevelt and that he 
had not the power to alter it. 

“New radical elements in some !a- 
bor unions, by incitation among dis- 
tressed men, have combined majori- 
jties against veteran labor leaders to 
force them into attitudes which I 
strongly believe that, in their hearts, 
they cannot confirm,” he said. 

He announced that he had re- 
ceived approval for increasing the 
security wages of unskilled labor 
from $55 to $60.50 for 120 hours 
work. The union fight, however, 
has its inception in the $93.50 
'$93.50 monthly wage for skilled 
workers in the building and con- 
struction trades.

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Terms of Ethiopian Grant 
For Oil Land Development 


Broad Outline of Official Text of Conventions 
Signed by Emperor Is Given Out 
at Addis Ababa. 


By the Associated Press 

ADDIS ABABA, Aug. 31.-—Follow- 
ing is a broad outline of the official 
text of the conventions conceding 


vast region in Ethiopia for develop- 
ment by the African Development 
Exploration Corporation of the 
United States. 

The preamble says the African 
Development Exploration Corpora- 
tion is a Delaware company. It 
grants exclusive right to the cor- 
poration to explore, prospect, drill 
and to extract and render suitable 
for trade petroleum, naphtha, natu- 
ral gases, ozocerite and all other 
bituminous substances, also iodine 
from salt water of any wells drilled, 
and the right to dispose of these 
products with their derivatives. 

At the expiration of 75 years all 
rights will terminate and all the 
company’s land and buildings, as 
well as wharves, roads, pipelines, 
railway machinery, plants and fix- 
tures, become the property of the 
Government. 


The company one year after date 
shall begin geological surveys in 
the defined areas. The company’s 
servants and agents shall furnish 
power to any part of the area free 
of charge. 


Start of Drilling. 


Within five years the company 
must start drilling. Thereafter 
drilling operations will be contin- 
ued by three rigs until a sufficient 
area has been tested, and petro- 
leum discovered in sufficient quan- 
t&ies to meet Ethiopian  require- 
ments and 2,500,000 tons annually 
to meet the requirements of the 
company’s export trade. 


As soon as a pipeline outlet is 
commercially justifiable in the judg- 
ment of the company and always 
providing there is taken for a 
standard for measurement an oil 
of viscosity and flowing properties 
from the Baba Gurgur structure 
in Irak, the company shall start the 
construction of a pipeline and com- 
plete it as rapidly as possible, pro- 
vided that access to a suitable port 
for loading tank vessels is made 
available by the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment or the particular Government 
which controls the port.

Representatives of the Govern- 
ment will have at all reasonable 
times, and to a reasonable extent, 
the right to inspect the company’s 
operations. 

In the event of a state of emer- 
gency of which the Government is 
the sole judge, the company must 
do its utmost to supply petroleum 
and its products to the Government 
to the extent required. 

Subject to certain limitations the 
company may erect and use tele- 
graphic, telephonic and radio ap- 
paratus within Ethiopia for the 
purposes of the convention without 
charge, observing the Government’s 
laws respecting such communica- 
tions. The Government has the right 
at any time, if the interests of the 
public require, to purchase any 
telegraphic or radio apparatus so 
erected.

Orphir Uses M agnet Device 


for Lusitania 


New Apparatus Makes Contact With Metallic 
Object on Ocean Floor, But Nothing 
Significant Is Found. 


By GILBERT McALLISTER. 
(Copyright, 1935.) 
ABOARD SALVAGE SHIP OR- 
PHIR, Aug. 31.—The nature of part 
of the apparatus taken aboard the 
Orphir last Monday was disclosed 
yesterday when Malcom Irvine, in- 
ventor, tested his so-called electro- 
magnet torpedo~during operations 
of the salvage ship off the Irisn 

coast. 


The device was launched by being 
paid out at the end of a 400-foot ca- 
ble from the starboard boom. The 
“torpedo” sank to the bottom and 
was dragged along. About a mir- 
ute later it made a contact with 
something metallic on the ocean 
floor and a bell rang aboard the 
Orphir. 

We wheeled around and went 
back on our course and the bell 
sounded two more times. Nothing 
significant was found, but at. the 
same time, nothing was graphed bv 
the echo sounder. Nevertheless, Ir- 
vine is satisfied that his device may 
prove of real value to the expedi- 
tion. 

New Area Is Marked Off. 


During the day a new triangular 
area with mile-long sides was 
marked out. Flags flying from can 
buoys and barricoes floating key 
markers) indicate it. In a center 
perpendicular drawn from the apex 
to the base is the position of the 
first large wreck charted July 21.

Many people insist that the name 
of the salvage ship should be 
“Ophir,” not “Orphir.”

The name “Ophir” has been given 
to other Eldorados, as to a moun- 
tain in a gold-bearing region in the 
Malay Peninsula.

For the Bond Issue. 
To the Editor of: the Post Dispatch: : 
ME City of St. Louis contains approx! 

‘ mately 62 square miles. A small,’ but 
vitally important, portion of. this area }s 
the downtown section. This small area 
contains only about three square miles, 
or 5 per cent of the total. Yet it has 
heen estimated that this relatively small 
business section, extendiag from Jeffer- 
son avenue eastward to the Mississipp! 
River, bears almost 40 per cent of the tax 
burden of the entire city. This section 
includes most of the great retail estab- 
lishments, -banks, office bujidings and 
factories of the entire city, and within it 
lies the chief source of livelihood and em- 
ployment of our citizens, 

One portion alone of the downtown 
area, lying between Washington avenue 
and Clark avenue, 6n the north and south, 
and between Third street and Eighth 
street, on the east and west, and contain- 
ing only 50 city blocks, has an assessed 
value of almost $100,000,000. This alone 
represents 10 per cent of the total as- 
sessed value of the entire city, which is 
approximately one billion dollars. There- 
fore, it may be readily seen that the chief 
source of revenue of our city lies in the 
business and industrial section 

This is a very desirable situation from 
the point of view of the individual home 
owner and taxpayer, because the princi- 
pal portion of the tax burden is thus 
borne by those best able to pay. There 
are those men and women among our 
citizens, however, who can recall the time 
when homes and dwellings were taxed 
very heavily, and the relatively undevel- 
oped business section of our city escaped 
its just share of taxation. The reversal 
of this condition points to a natural 
growth in the history of our community. 

The United States Government has 
promised to pay for the clearing of 37 
city blocks on the river front, immediate- 
ly adjoining St. Louis’ valuable but con- 
gested area, and to build there a great 
plaza and memorial to the history of St. 
Louis and of the nation. From the pro- 
posed plaza will radiate main arteries 
connecting the downtown section with 
the northern, western and southern por- 
tions of our city. The city is asked only 
to provide sufficient funds for the pur- 
chase of the plaza site. 

Unless the bond issue for the project 
passes, there is grave danger that the 
downtown section will lose its relative im- 
portance as a revenue-producing agent 
for the city. The major burden of taxa- 
tion, in such a case, would slowly but 
surely shift to outlying neighborhoods. 
This would increase assessments on homes 
and dwellings. St. Lovis must vote “Yes” 
on the bond issue on Sept. 10—as a mat- 
ter of self-preservation, as well as civic 
pride.

ST. LOUIS’ HEALTH PROBLEM. 
The facts about St. Louis’ high death rate and 


last week in the annual report of Health Commis- 
sioner Bredeck, were startling to the general public. 
They were no matter for surprise, however, to those 
working with health and social problems here, for 
they have long viewed the situation with concern. 
Last February, in fact, the Community Council con- 
ducted a survey among health officials, nursifg 
superintendents and social workers, and obtained 
views on dealing with the problem that will be val- 
uable when the city comes to grips with this vital 
necessity. 

Dr. Bredeck, citing the inadequacy of his depart- 
ment’s budget, said at that time: “Lack of suffi- 
cient public health nursing is one of the most-seri- 
It is di- 
rectly responsible for our high diphtheria rate and 
our improper supervision of communicable diseases.” 
Without additional sanatorium beds, he warned, the 
tuberculosis death rate could not be lowered, The 
need. be said, is for 500 more beds. He urged also 
the addition of 100 nursés to the Health Department. 

The suggestion of Miss Ruth Ingram, director of 
the Washington University School of Nursing, was 
for making available opportunities for regular Sphys- 
ical examinations, as well as low-cost hospital and 
Miss Ingram recommended also pre- 
payment plans for hospital service. 

“Beonomic security is reflected in a lower death 
rate,” said Prof. Frank J. Bruno, director of the 
Washington University department of social work. 
Dr. Stuart A. Queen, professor of sociology, expressed 
a similar view on the favorable bearing of desirable 
living standards, maintained by adequate wages, on 
the community's health. Herschel Alt, executive sec- 
retary of the Children’s Aid Society, urged physical 
and dental examinations for children, and more ade- 
quate care for the neglected child, 

Here is a problem vital to every citizen of the city. 
The high death rate shown in the report for 1934 and 
preceding years discloses what neglect is costing in 
terms of human lives.

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WHAT THE HOLDING COMPANY BILL PROVIDES.

That is as much 
as the Chief can do. 

The action may be temporarily helpful. There 
may be a slight lull In the deadly drama of the 
streets.

The toll of the streets will go on and on until the 
incompetent driver and the speed maniac are denied 
the privilege of driving an automobile. 

One ia bound to believe that some day a driver’s 
license law will be enacted solely in the interest of 
public safety. Applicants will have to pass the test 
to procure the probationary privilege of driving a 
car. They will have to prove their fitness by actual 
performance. When the record shows a driver can- 
not be trusted to operate an automobile, the privilege 
must be withdrawn, the license forfeited.

system to have more than one holding company and 
sub-holding company, if more units are deemed to be 
in the public interest. 

Even so, it would be a mistake to éonclude that the 
opponents of the bill won the day. In the language 
of Senator Wheeler of Montana, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Commerce and one 
of the sponsors of the bill, “It certainly was not any 
victory for the utility crowd.” For the bill contains 
one provision after another designed to eliminate 
practices which have worked to the detriment of con- 
sumers and investors. 

As finally agreed on, the bill gives its administra- 
tors the power to prohibit the operation of holding 
companies which fail to meet the requirements of the 
law a reasonable time after such companies have been 
surveyed and reported on by the Federal Power Com- 
mission. Provision is made for the first steps to- 
ward the simplification of top-heavy holding com- 
pany set-ups within two and one-half years. Systems 
must be integrated in contiguous states and those 
now regulated by state statute are not to be exempt- 
ed from Federal regulation. 

Between the reign of Insullism and those sections 
of the bill dealing with the financial practices of util- 
ity systems, there is the relation of cause and effect. 
Holding company profits on transactions with op- 
erating companies are forbidden. The operation of 
mutual service companies will be allowed if the end 
sought is increased efficiency, but in no case will a 
mutual service company be permitted to reap profits 
from its dealings with operating units. The pur- 
chase by holding companies of stock or bonds of 
other utility companies will be conditioned upon the 
| approval of the Securities and Exchange Commission 
'as desirable from the public standpoint. It will be 
a duty of the members of the commission to pass 
on physical properties cited by utility units as se- 
curity for their bonds. 

In short, as in the case of the acts regulating the 
issuance of securities and the operation of security 
exchanges, profound importance will attach to the

Rise of the Co-Operative Movement 


Strongly developed abroad, especially in England and Sweden, consumers’ co-opera- 
tives are gaining in this country, writer says; they buy in quantity, sell direct to 
user and members share profits in ratio of purchases; stimulated by depression, 
movement has 1,600,000 members in U. S., and does business of $1,000,000 a day.

NE afternoon a few years ago, a dozen 
0 farmers gathered in a little Minnesota 

town for a pow-wow about their woes. 
Times were hard. Prices for the things 
they bought were high, and prices for the 
things they sold seemed unreasonably low. 
Something had to be done. 

The farmers’ knowledge of economic prin- 
ciples was far from profound, but some of 
them had been trained in the Scandinavian 
creed of co-operation and knew that in 
union there is strength. Nils Johnson set 
forth his idea. 

“The trouble is,” he said, “that the middle- 
men—the canners, millers, packers, whole- 
salers and storekeepers—all get their profits 
out of any business we do. By the time the 
raw product gets to us, we've paid them all. 

“Let’s get together and try to cut out 
some of these expenses. For example, we 
all need sugar, flour and coffee, and we now 
buy them in small lots at the grocery. In- 
stead, if we put in one big order, at a whole- 
saler's; for enough for all of us to last a 
month, we'll get a much better price.” 

Johnson's proposal is carried. The group 
forms itself into a “buying club,” meeting 
once a week to do business. Expansion 
starts, new members are brought in and 
each puts in a small amount of capital, in 
this case $25. This entitles every member 
to one vote—and one only, no matter how 
much he may invest thereafter. 

Next comes the renting of a store, the 
hiring of a manager, and the purchase of 
a stock of goods. Prices charged are about 
the same as at regular stores, or possibly 
a little less, and anyone may buy, member 
or not. At the end of a defined period, the 
surplus is put into a special fund. Part of 
this is distributed to members in proportion 
to what each man has spent at the store. Part 
is kept for expansion and education. 

Other co-operatives follow this simple one. 
A gasoline station, a co-operative bank, a 
co-operative selling organization—-all come 
in time. Eventually, the group gets into the 
wholesale field, thus cutting out another 
expense to the consumer. 


Such is the general beginning and set-up 
of a typical co-operative in the Uniied 
States. It illustrates a movement which 
has received so strong an impetus during 
the depression that it now numbers some 
1,600,000 members and does an aggregate 
business of more than $1,000,000 a day. Such 
was the experience of the Rochdale Pio- 
neers, those 28 poverty-stricken weavers, 
each making about 50 cents a week, who in 
1844 met in the little Lancashire village in 
England and started, in the footsteps of 
Robert Owen of New Lanark fame, the co- 
operative movement of today. 

In modern co-operatives, the so-called 
Rochdale principles are carried out. They 
are: (1) democratic control, each member 
getting only one vote, regardless of how 
much he has invested in the organization; 
(2) no restrictions on membership; (3) the 
distribution of dividends to consumers in 
proportion to the amount each one has 
spent. There is an optional fourth prin- 
ciple—that of limiting the interest on cap- 
ital to 6 per cent. 

The co-operative movement in the United 


States began to attain importance at the 
turn of the century. It was concentrated 
in the Middle West States, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and Michigan, and fostered by Scan- 
dinavian and German farmers. After the 
World War, when depression began to hit 
the farmers, it had its real impulse, for 
when times are hard, people begin to think 
about economics—-their own personal eco- 
nomics. In the Middle West today, there 
are about 1500 oil and gasoline consumer 
co-operatives, 2100 banking groups, 1600 
farmers’ supply co-operatives, 500 societies 
with retail stores, and about 900 other 
groups maintaining co-operative  restau- 
rants, bakeries, milk supply, insurance, tele- 
phone service, medical care, etc. 


In New York City, headquarters for the 
Co-operative League of the U. S. A.—the 
national union of “co-ops”—the movement 
has taken in restaurants, housing and dis- 
tribution of staple products. There is a 
chain of 11 cafeterias in Manhattan with 
a net worth of $225,000, catering to 4000 
members. During the depression, two new 
cafeterias were put into operation, and the 
organization proudly states that last year 
it paid to labor $10,000 more than minimum 
code wages. 

Near Van Cortland Park is the Amalga- 
mated Housing Corporation's apartments, 
providing co-operative homes for 650 fam- 
ilies that otherwise would have been in the 
slum districts. Its housing facilities include 
various services such as the provision of 
milk, groceries, laundry work, educational 
programs and a summer camp. 

Out in the Middle West, there began about 
15 years ago the petroleum co-operatives, 
which now have about 1500 local groups to 
buy gasoline, oil and tires for their mem- 
bers. In 1933, it is estimated, they did a 
$35,000,000 business, saving their members 
some $3,500,000. Such groups are spreading 
rapidly in Indiana and Ohio. California now 
has some 200 “buying clubs,” and around 
Lake Superior are 101 co-operatives which 
did business valued at $6,000,000 last year. 

But relatively speaking, the movement 
has barely touched America: it is far fur- 
ther advanced in Europe and even in Asia. 

England is the mother of the co-operative, 
and there 7,000,000 families, or about half 
of the entire population. belong to the 
system. The Co-operative Wholesale So- 
ciety, the largest single mercantile business 
in the United Kingdom, does a business of 
about eight billion dollars a year, buying 
huge quantities of commodities, much of it 
from the United States, for its 12,000 stores. 
This organization operates its own tea plan- 
tation in Ceylon, ships the product in its 
own vessels, and has 156 factories producing 
various goods, . 

Co-operatives began to take hold in Swe 
den about the turn of the century, and now 
some 365,000 families, or 25 per cent of the 
population, are members. The co-operatives 
went into production when their own com- 
modities were boycotted, and for their fight 
against big corporations came to be known 
as “trust busters.” In Sweden is the Kon- 
sumer Society with some 340 co-operative 
stores, and the country is famous for its 
co-operative housing schemes.

It 
was said President Roosevelt would 
not approve what remained. No list 
of thesé bills was made available 
immediately. 

Signing of Tax Bill. 

Roosevelt was alone when he 
signed the tax bill at 6 p. m. yes- 
terday. 

The new and higher levies on 
estates, estimated to yield $80,000,- 
000 a. year, became effective imme- 
diately. New and increased taxes 
on individual incomes over $50,000, 
gifts, corporation income, excess 
profits, inter-corporate dividends, 
capital stock and personal holding 
companies, will become effective 
later. 

The President signed today the 
rivers and harbors bill, authorizing 
$614,000,000 in improvements, _in- 
cluding some projects already un- 
dertaken with PWA funds. Among 
these are. the $63,000,000 Grand 
Coulee dam on the Cof&umbia River 
and the $13,000,000 Parker and $10,- 
000,000 head gate rock dams on the 
Colorado River. PWA allotments 
already made to various projects 
listed in the bill total $288,020,549. 

Several bills of purely local appli- 
cation were signed, includthg the 
omnibus bridge bill, giving states 
and private corporations the right 
to build 39 bridges. It authorizes or 
extends time for construction of 
structures across the Mississippi at 
Natchez, the Ohio, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri, AHegheny and Columbia Riv- 
ers, among others. 

Liquor Law Signed. 

The treasury took over regula- 
tion of the liquor industry yester- 
day when Roosevelt signed the bill 
setting up a new Federal alcohol 
control unit. ) 

The FACA is continuing under 
executive order as a research unit, 
but will expire when an adminis- 
trator for the new agency is ap- 
pointed. 

Under the new law, the adminis- 
trator will have even more power 
over the liquor industry than he had 
under the old set-up. All of the old 
powers of FACA are revived. Dis- 
tillers, rectifiers, importers and 
wholesalers of liquor, and wine- 
makers will be licensed. For vio 
lating rules, a company may be de- 
prived of its license. The new ad- 
ministrator will have power to sus- 


pend or revoke a license after a 


hearing. The new powers, like the 
old, cover bottling, labeling, defini- 
tions of various liquors and adver- 
tising. 

Rail Pension Law. 

The International Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engineers, 
through D. B. Robertson, its presi- 
dent, offered to lend the govern- 
ment $1,000,000 for any period up to 
a year, in order that machinery for 
administration of the railway pen- 
sion law might be established.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 31. 
HE Bendix Derby, flying race 
T tom Los Angeles to Cleveland, 
started from here yesterday.

They are lymphoid | 
structures, are large and active in | 
early childhood, and then rather | 
rapidly shrink and practically be-| 
come atrophied. 

If you look into an infant's | 
throat, you see ‘the tonsils almost 
filling the back of the mouth. Many 
a young mother has been fright- 
ened at this, but it is perfectly nor- 
mal. By the time the child is 12 
to 14 you can ‘hardly see them, 

There must be some reason for 
this large size and evident activity 
in infancy and shrinkage at the 
period of involution. It has been 
suggested that they act in some 
ways as ductless glands. In_ that 
case, it would be unwise to remove 
them before’ they had done their 
work 

Again, they may have an impor- 
fant bearing on the production of 
immunity. 

The tonsillar crypts are said to 
be tubes similar to_test tubes, in 
which germs develop producing tox- 
ins which are absorbed and result 
in immunization. Perhaps that is 
the way the child creates his im- 
munity to scarlet fever or to diph- 
theria (without benefit of toxoid). 
If so, again, it is unwise to remove 
them before this process has been 


completed. 
. e * 


Symptoms. 

In short, a good rule is not to re- 
move the tonsils of a child unless it 
is plainly sick in some way that can 
be traced to the tonsils. 

Some of these ways, and there- 
fore some of the indications for 
tonsil removal in children are: 

1. Rheumatic fever, or heart dis- 
ease from rheumatic fever, in which 
a tonsillar infection keeps the other 
trouble alight. 

2. The same thing applies to St. 
Vitus dance (chorea) which is close- 
ly related to rheumatic fever. 

3. Toxic malnutrition associat- 
ed with repeated attacks of tonsi- 
litis. 

4. Repeated attacks of tonsilitis 
with or without quinsy or pentonul- 
lar abscess. 

5. Abscess in the middle ear asso- 
ciated with tonsilar and adenoid in- 
fection. 

6. Impaired hearing made worse 
by each attack of tonsilitis. This 
may manifest itself by dullness and 
inattention in school. 

7. Chronic nose or chest trouble, 
or both together, associated with 
definite infection of the tonsils. 

8. Enlarged sore glands in the 
neck, associated with infected ton- 
sils. 

Note that emphasis has been put 
on the fact that these indications 
obtain IN CHILDREN. 

For adults, there are different in- 
dications. In an adult, enlarged ton- 
sils usually mean the presence of 
a residual infection, and that may 
cause a great many things, from 
arthritis to activity of the thyroid 
giand.

to eat thin stewed 
Emily Post tomatoes? In our 
family we like to- 
matoes stewed plain without bread- 
crumb thickening. But attempting 
to eat them on the same plate with 
meat and gravy and potato is about 
the same as pouring thin soup over 
this other food. Another question, 
why do you disapprove of salad 
served (on its own plate, of course) 
at the same time as the main meat 
and vegetable course? 


Answer: In writing of correct ta- 
ble service I have no choice but to 
sa that a regiment of cluttering 
saucers or “bird bathtubs” are 
never seen in a perfectly appointed 
house. They are characteristic of 
American plan hotels because each 
person at table orders a separate 
menu, But even under these cir- 
cumstances one should not eat from 
these dishes. I do however agree 
(and have said so in this column, 
iI am sure) that in the case of thin 
stewed tomatoes, a saucer is nec- 
‘essary and so is that even greater 
tabu of proper table manners—a 
spoon for a vegetable. If you choose 
to allow these in your own house 
at your own family dinner table, 
there is no sensible reason why you 
should not do what you like. But it 
is just as well to know that you 
are breaking a rule because you 
find it expedient to do so. It is sole- 
ly because they are not practical 
to serve properly, that these toma- 
toes should never be chosen for 
company, when it is to be supposed 
you would like to do things prop- 
erly. For the impropriety of serv- 
ing salad at the same time as the 
meat and vegetable, I can find no 
excuse. But if with game or fowl 
salad is taking the place of vegeta- 
bles, then it is absolutely correct. 


Dear Mrs. Post: When salad is 
served with broiled chicken (in- 
stead of vegetables), is it proper 
to expect your guests to put it 
right on the hot plate? I have en- 
countered this several times lately 
in fashionable houses. To me it is 
all wrong because lettuce can not 
be made to stay crisp except on ‘ts 
own cold plate. 


Answer: It is true that in most 
houses the French custom is fol- 
lowed, and the salad put on the 
plate with the fowl or game. After 
all, it is eaten rather quickly and 
with the chicken. But if you happen 
to dislike partially iced and par- 
tially warmed lettuce, then put it 
on a cold salad plate! 


Dear Mrs. Post: Must every en- 
graved invitation be answered in 
the third person? 

Answer: Yes — Unless sent by a 
very intimate friend ‘o whom you 
can write in the second person 
or even telephone if you want to. 
But correctly, the answer should be 
written in the third person on note 


paper.

Tomato canape 
Baked sword fish 
Stuffed cucumbers 
Creamed potatoes 

Frozen four fruits souffle. 


Tomato Canape. 

Select firm ripe tomatoes of unl 
form size. Peel and cut CrOsswigg 
in‘halves and scoop out pulp ang 
seeds. Invert to drain. Salt 
pepper and fill hollowed halves with 
a mixture made of chopped hard 
boiled eggs and ripe olives and a 
little anchovy paste. Over al) pour 
a horseradish mayonnatse and dec. 
orate with thin strips of smoked 
salmon. 

Horseradish Mayonnzpise. 

To one cup of thick mayonnaise 
add one cup of heavy cream ang 
one tablespoon of freshly grated 
horseradish. 

Baked Sword Fish. 

Select a thick piece of sword fish 
(halibut may be substitut.d) about 
three pounds. Lay strips of salt 
pork in a Raking pan and over the 
pork thin slices of onion. On this 
place the fish. Lightly salt ang 
pepper and spread with a paste 
made by creaming one-fourth cup 
of butter and one-fourth cup of 
flour. Sprinkle with cracker 
crumbs and top with thin 
slices of salt pork. Cover with a 
buttered paper and bake in a moé 
erate oven for about an hour. Dis 
card paper, baste and cook about 9 
minutes longer, so as to brown the 
crumbs. Serve with Hollandaise 
sauce. 

Filled Cucumbers. 

Buy eight small, well rounded 
cucumbers. Remove a thin slice, 
lengthwise and cut out the pulp 
leaving just a shell. Soak the pulp 
in salted water, then drain and eut 
in pieces, and simmer with a tabla 
spoon of minced onion in butter for 
10 minutes. Season with salt and 
white pepper. Fill the shells and 
cover with grated cheese and place 
in oven for 10 minutes. 

Creamed Potatoes. 

Boil the potatoes in their jackets 
in the morning and when cool place 
in refrigerator. When ready to use, 
peel and cut into small cubes. Place 
in an iron skillet, season with salt, 
pepper and paprika and cover with 
rich milk. Simmer very slowly for 
three-quarters of an hour or until 
moisture is absorbed, but potatoes 
their shape. After 
placing in serving dish, sprinkle 
with bits of parsley. 

Frozen Four Fruits Souffle. 

Soak one tablespoon of gelatin in 
a little cold water. Add one-half 
cup of boiling water and stir until 
dissolved. Beat the yolks of four 
eggs until thick and foamy. Stir 
one and a fourth cups of sugar ia 
one cup of orange juice and one 
half cup of lemon juice, one cup of 
pineapple juice, and one cup of any 
berry juice until the sugar is dif 
solved. Slowly blend the fruit syrup 
with the egg yolks. Strain the ger 
atin into this and stir until the mix 
ture begins to thicken, then folding 
two cups of cream, beaten stiff. 
Freeze to a mush. Line sherbet

riah Mdivani, our younger 
brother, 

I believe that the time now has 
come to tell the story of the real 
| Alexis, the man as he was known 
to his friends. Were he alive to- 
day, and not the victim of that 
heartbreaking aiftomobile accident 
in Spain, he probably would ask 
that his career be ieft to speak for 
itself. But we who knew Alexis so 
well feel that the truth must be 
told—the facts and the fictions 
about one of the finest men who 
ever lived. Had he been spared to 
live out his career as he had 
planned it, I am sure the world 
would have acknowledged his true 
character and apologize for the un- 
kind and untrue things said about 
him. 

He was only 27 years old when 
he was killed. A tiny piece of 
ground on that shaded hillside in 
Spain holds all that was mortal of 
dear Alexis. 

But the real Alexis lives on in 
the hearts of his brothers and in 
the hearts of the few who really 
knew him. 

Alexis was born in  Batoum, 
Georgia, facing the Black Sea. And 
‘from a lineage 3000 years old that 
|produced men and women who with 
their lives and fortunes helped write 
the giorious history of our little 
| country of Georgia. Alexis inherited 
'a sense of fair play, a sense of hon- 
or, the meaning of humble modesty, 
true gallantry. 


| Every illusion could be crushed 
before his eyes, every hope de- 
stroyed, every dream broken, con- 
fidences shattered, and yet he would 
be the last to raise his voice in 
/protest or explanation. Throughout 
all the critical, belittling, insinuating 
| wordage that fell about him, Alexis 
‘always was silent. 

He lived in a world of true and 
‘trusted friends where words of de- 
fense would be out of place. They 
knew not only the stock from which 


‘my brother came but, better still, 
they knew him, 
| They knew Alexis had paid his 


own way and paid it well! 

Alexis, again, were he alive, with 
ihis deep sense of modesty, would no 
doubt resent my opening the docrs 


into the world from which we 
‘sprang, tearing open the private, 
sacred chapters of our. lives for 


all to see. 

But if one is willing to lay down 
his life for a brother—which any 
' brother should be willing to do for 
‘another—then one should be willing 
‘to fight for him also with words. 
| Frankly, I'm sick and fed up on 
'the gibes and insults and ridicule. 
‘I’m bored with the libel that is 
constantly hurled at the Mdivani 
name. This story will be my first 
and last written or spoken piece in 
defense of the Brothers and Sisters 
|'Mdivani. After this, if needed, 
we'll take other steps. 

I have before me a bendie of 
clippings, crammed with the libel 
of cruel and unkind imaginings. 
We .ained our title, one writer 
charges, because every “Georgian 
who owned a horse automatically 
became a Prince. When our father's 
fortune was swept away in the rev- 
olution of 1924~which also swept 
away the independence of our coun- 
try—Serge and I were “too proud 
to drive taxicabs as other noblemen 
did,” another writer accuses. in- 
stead, “our lovely sister, Russie
